BURNS TERMINAL 
| IN EAST ST. LOUIS 
Fire Causes Heavy Losses to 


Several Railroads and 
Grain Companies, 


CAR-FILLED YARDS BLAZE 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 20, 1 a. m.—The entire 
railroad terminals of East St. Lou. said 
to be the largest in the United States, are 
threatened with destruction by fire. 

The blaze began on the banks of the Mis- 
sissipp! river at 10 o'clock last night and 
rapidly spread in three directions. 

The damage already amounts to several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The fire soon attacked properties of the 
Advance Grain company, the Chicago and 
Alton freight house, the Baltimore and Ohio 
freighthouse, and the car jammed railroad 
yards. 

The glare of the conflagration then Mumi- 
nated as bright as day the vicinity within a 
radius of five miles. 

Shortly before midnight the elevator of the 
Advance Grain company. where the fire is be- 
lieved to have started, collapsed, part of the 
burming débris sliding into the river. 

The fire then epread to the Clover Let 
ware bouse and part of the business section 
of East St. Louis.

The wreck was caused by the engine tender 

jumping the track when about 200 feet from 
a treatiec.

„At d o’clock tonight sixteen bodies had 
been taken from the wreckage and Supt.

One hundred and seventy-nine soldiers 
were on the special train.

Because of the confusion, due largely to 
poor wire communication, it was impossible 
to ascertain the names of the injured or how 
many of them may die. 


Fifteen Persons Hurt at Alton. 

Alton, III., Oct. 19.—Fifteen persons were 
injured, two perhaps fatally, when a Mid- 
night Special of the Chicago and Alton rail- 
road, bound from Chicago to St. Louis, was 
wrecked here early this morning. 

The lives of thirty-three other passengers, 
in all probability, were saved by a steel cable 
bracing a telegraph pole, which caught the 
chair car and prevented it from overturning. 
The car was left standing on end and all its 
occupants were hurled in a mass to the bot- 
tom.

Considerable reticence was observed by the 

ermen, to whom the nature of the report 
has been disclosed, in discussing ita contents. 

Various aldermen who were 
by reporters for Tae Tatpune seemed to be 
agreed on two points: Mr. Wallace is under- 
stood to suggest a plan for the depression in- 
stead of the elevation the freight tracks, 
He is also said by well ih: aldermen to 
de against a single grand central terminal, 
indorsing rather the Pennsylvania com- 
pany’s passenger station plan for the roads 
in the Pennsylvania group now using the 
union station, and suggesting another sta- 
tion on the south side, east of State, and, ac- 
cording to one alderman, possibly in con- 
junction with the new Illinois Central ter- 
minal 


Was Engaged Last Spring. 

Mr. Wallace Was engaged by the council 
committee on railway terminale | spring 
to make a survey of Chicago's p sand 
to recommend ways and means of reliev- 
ing the central section of the city from the 
constricting grip of the almost unbroken 
belt of railroad propesties. Members of the 
committee regard his finding on the main 
issue as differing radically from any of the 
plans hitherto presented. 

A policy of depressing the freight tracks 
instead of track elevation would serve two 
purposes. The embankments now shut of 
many streets completely and limit others to 
| an insufficient width. Track depression 
would permit the opening of many streets 
now ending in a maze of tracks or proceeding 
across them for such a distance that they are 
little used. g 

Track depression would permit the carry 
ing of these obstructed streets directly 
across the tracks at their correct levels, so 
that traffic barely would notice the crossing.

The 
chairman has received word they wil ask 
a continuance until a committee they have 
sent to New York to gather statistics is 
ready to report. 


May Hold Two Sessions,

Makes Trip of Inspection. 

After her visitors had left Mrs. Pankhurst 
made an inspection of. Ellis island. Par- 
ticular interest was shown in the large dining 
room where the immigfants take their meals. 
Several times she tenderly patted little im- 
migrant children on the head. After the in- 
spection she said the question of caring for 
immigrants had been more scientifically 
studied here than in England. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Pankhurst 
granted the reporters an audience. 

“If the immigration authorities at Wash- 
ington decide your case against you, will you 
enter upon a hunger strike?’ she was asked. 

“I cannot talk about that now,” she re- 
plied. ‘‘ As yet Iam unwilling to make pub- 
lic my plans or to say definitely what action 
I will take.“

“Tf you look deep down into what led to 
our militancy,” she continued, you will see 
that the awful conditions required and war- 
ranted our methods of gaining reform.” 

She pointed to the frightful laws affect - 
ing woman's position and rights in England, 
such as the divorce law and other laws hav- 
ing to do with the relations of hueband and 
wife, alluding also to the industrial situation 
as affecting women, and the manner in which 
the white slave problems are handled by the 
courts. As to her own position before the 
law, she indignantly insteted that she wae not 
a felon. 

Asked why she assumed responsibility for 
the placing of a bomb in what wes supposed 
to be a house intended for Lioyd-Georg®e, she 
replied : .

Organized labor in Chicago yesterday de- 
nounced the ordered deportation of Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankherst in resolutions adopted by 
the Chicago federation. The resolutions 
were introduced by Mrs. Raymond Robins of 
the Woman's Trade Union league, and their 
reading brought applause from the men del- 
egates at the federation meeting. 

Several delegates spoke in behalf of the 
resolutions, vigorously attacking the immi- 
gration officials on the basis they were usurp- 
ing the prime principle of American govern- 
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ment—freedom to all, regardless of “ race, 
color, or previous condition of servitude.” 
Mrs. Robins charged the principle, on which 
was founded the g t of the United 
States, was being violated in refusing Mrs. 
Pankhurst admittance to the United States 
because of her political beliefs and activities. 


Text of Resolutions, 
The resolutions follow: 

Whereas, Mrs. Pankhurst hag been or 
dered deported by the board of inquiry at 
Bilis teland; and, 

Whereas, Such action te in tree Mein 
tion of the traditions and custome of 
America, which always have been hos- 
pitable to political revolutions of all na- 
tions; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Chicago Federation 
of Labor, in regular meeting assembled, 
representing an ogganization of 250,000 
men and women, protest against this fla- 
grant injustice and violation of our long 
established public policy; and, be it 
further 

Resolved, That we ask the department. 
of labor to reverse the decision of the 
board of inquiry, to admit Mrs. Pank- 
hurst, and maintain America’s right as an 
asylum for the political refugees of all 
nations. 


Calls Offense Political, 

“The order of the board of inquiry is a 
direct contradiction of our principle of g ¥- 
ernment,” Mrs. Robins said. “ All the world 
knows the offenses charged against Mrs, 
Pankhurst aré political and not criminal. 
We are not being punished for what we be- 
lieve, but that is the only reason the board 
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of inquiry can have for its action. There 16

Chicago Massmeetings Seek 
Government Influence in 
“Ritual Murder” Case. 


CALL TRIAL A TRAVESTY. 


No Such Doctrine as Blood Sacri- 
fice in Hebrew Religion, 
Resolutions Recite. 
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gustrious and law-abiding race to the 
gniversal scorn and in some parts of the 
world to certain violence of person and 
destruction of property; and be it further 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be forwarded to the secretary of 
state of the United States to be presented 
by him, through the proper channels, to 
the court of Russia. 

Additioual resolutions framed by the Chi- 
eago Society of Rationalism, the Exiles and 
Prisoners of Russia, and the Zeta Mu Phi 
fraternity. an organization of Jewish col- 
legians, also were approved by the crowds. 

The stage at the Grand Opera house was 
eccupied by many of Chicago's leading citi- 
gens of all nationalities and creeds when the 
curtain was raised shortly after 2 o'clock. 
Judge Edward O. Brown of the Illinois Ap- 
pellate court presided. Back of him, seated 
in rows, were 100 men and women whose 
games are familiar in the religious, legal, 
educational, and scientific world 


Judge Brown States Purpose. 

“We meet today for a purpose, Judge 
Brown said, for a purpose which I believe 
must excite sympathy and the desire and co- 
operation in the minds of rightminded people 
everywhere. 

“We dre not here merely to protest as 
lovers of justice against the persecution to 
death in a foreign country of an innocent 
and obscure man. Injustice and wrong to 
individuals are a proper object for the re- 
sentment of good men everywhere. But they 
ere unfortunately too common all over the 
world to make it possible for us to do more 
than to endeavor to resist and lessen them at 
home and where our immediate influence may 
extend. 

“It is a question here today of a far differ- 
emt matter. The public prosecutors of Rus- 
sla, representing the government of a great 
empire, have placed their stamp of official 
approval and authority on a monstrous, in- 
famous invention of superstitious savagery 
which accuses a whole race and a world 
wide religion of the most horrible of crimes— 
the murder of children for -sacrificial rites. 

“The atrocious fabrication of which 1 
speak is no new thing. Thousands of peo- 
ple have died in unspeakable torture, in mas- 
sacres, to which forgeries and perjuries, as- 
serting this infamous product of wicked 
hate, have excited mobs of fanatical, igno- 
rant, and supsrstitious people. } 


Mayor’s Representative Talks. 
Kee D. Mathias, assistant corporation coun- 
esl, who appeared as the representative of 
Mayor Harrison was the first speaker in- 
troduced by Judge Brown. 

We gather here today,“ he said, to pro- 
fest against the slander that the race of 
which Moses was the leader should sacrifice 
human blood in conformance with its ritual. 


e know it ts a lte. and every government” 


should order the cessation of this persecu- 
tion in Russia.”’ 

Judge Brown read telegrams from Gov. 
Dunne, Senator.James.Haradilton Lewis, and 
Congressmen Mann,’ McAndrews, Gorman, 
Buchanan, and Sabath 


Dunne Sends Message. 
The governor, who regretted his inability 
to attend the meeting, wired: 

No intelligent person believes for a mo- 
ment that the Jewish religion calls forthe 
sacrificing of human blood under any of 
its rituals. To make such an accusation, 
even in a court of justice in any land in 
the twentieth century, brandsthe accuser , 
asa malignant perjurer or a gullible fool. 
The wonderment is that any self-respect- 
ing court could be prevailed upon to con- 
sider seriously such an accusation. I 
am in hearty sympathy with the object 
of your meeting, which I understand isa 
protest against the farcical claims being 
made in a so-called court of justice. 


Senator Lewis Protests. 

Senator Lewis telegraphed this message: 

All civilization will protest against such 
slanders upon so great a people. Chris- 
tlanity will rise up to resent. such ¢njus- 
tice upon a God fearing race. Justice to 
the Jew as to the Gentile over the whole 
world should be the demand of free 
Americans.

Jane Addams Cheered. 

Miss Jane Addams was cheered when she 
arose to speak. She had been one of the 
signers of the call for the massmeeting. 

There seems nothing for me to say that 
will not be said later regarding this blood 
lie, she said. t seems to me this ques- 
tion of persecution must be governed by the 
Same social control that exterminated the 
black plague and the cholera epidemic. They 
were eliminated by international control. 
Something of the same sort must be done in 
the moral world.

Prof. George B. Foster, who holds the chair 
of comparative religion eat the University of 
Chicago, said he had spent his life in study- 
irg religious phenomena and shouted a denial 
of the charge that the Jewish ritual calls for 
sacrificial murder. 


Catholic Priest Cheered. 

The Rev. Father O'Callaghan was cheered. 
He said: 

It is well for Christians on this day not 
only to protest against this evil in Russia, 
but to confess our, iniquity for permitting 
the growth of retfigious hatred by our si- 
lence. 

“I never hear a boy speak disrespectfully 
of a Jew that I do not caution him against 
that religious prejudice that sometimes mani- 
fests itself here by the stoning of an tnof- 
fensive old man on our west side. 

The greatest glory of the Catholic church 
is that it ie Jewish, and the greatest honor 
any man may have is that he may say in 
some sense that he is of the House of Israel. 
The greatest work we can do ts to stamp out 
the hatred of the Jews by men who call them- 
selves Christians.”’ 


Booker Washington Talks, 

Dr. Booker T. Washington, the recognized 
leader of the negro race, a Chicago visitor, 
attended the meeting and was enthusiastical- 
ly received when introduced 

‘When I came this afternoon in the vicin- 
ity of this meeting,“ he said, ‘‘ I saw one of 
the most interesting sights of my life—hun- 
dreds of men and women struggling to get 
into a meeting for the purpose of seeing that 
justice is brought to a great people.” 

He said differences in language, color, and 
religion had been forgotten by those who had 
gathered for a single humane purposes. He 
predicted good will come out of the persecu- 
tion of the Jews in Russia and that a senti- 
ment will be created in America that will 
teach Russia a lesson it long has needed to 
be taught—that if she would perpetuate her 
government she must mete out justice to all 
subjects and not to oppress any class. 

Horace T. Bridges, president of the Chi- 
cago Ethical society, said the Jewish prob- 
lem was artifictally created by the gentiles 
and that there would be no problem where

Another trick, he said, has been to 
bring the Jew to the forefront as the culprit, 
the scapegoat, so that by sacrificing him the 
people will for a little time longer submit to 
conditions. The Jew is handy in all countrtes 
of Europe and sometimes even in America, 
always as a counter trritant. 

‘* Rush the mob to the Jew,jsthecry. Rus- 
sia has now picked out poor Bellis, innocent 
as I believe, as I know him to be. For the 
first time in history a public prosecutor, or 
persecutor in thie case, has charged that a 
Jew may commit a murder under the sanc- 
tion of his church. 


Calls Charge “Black Lie.” 
Thus he commits a slander and utters the 
blackest lie that has been disproved time and 
again. Never was it sanctioned by orthodox 
Judaism. Christian ministers even more 
than Jewish ministers have refuted this in- 
famous fabrication. Why, a good orthodox 
Jew—and I believe Beilis is one—will not 
even partake of the blood ofananimal. Any 
one familiar with the care taken in a kosher 
meat shop knows this. It is only necessary 
to state the proposition against Beilis and 
it refutes itself. 

But the Russian government wants some- 
body to justify the Russian pale. The atroci- 
ties in Cuba for which we went to war are 
like child's play compared to the treatment 
by the czar and his police of the 6,000,000 peo-

MINISTERS JOIN PROTEST. 

Ministers in many Chicago pulpits voiced 
indignation at the action of the Russian gov- 
ernment in the trial of Mendel Beilis at 
Kieff on the charge of having committed 
murder under the guise of the Jewish ritual. 

This protest of a Christian nation against 
a trial upon unfounded charges like those 
against Beilis is an evidence of a glorious 
advance in the attitude of Christendom,” 
Bishop Samuel Fallows said at St. Paul's 
Reformed Episcopal church. 

The Jew, after long years of persecution 
and. prescription, is coming into his own. 
The Holy Orthodox church of Ruasia and all 
that empire which was once so favorable to 
our nation must swing into line. Anti- 
Semitism everywhere must be held as trea- 
son to humanity. The Jew and the Chris- 
tian are to clasp hands in firmest accord, and 
with the hands will go the heart. God will 
overrule for good this unfamous revival of 
the spirit of the darkest of the dark ages of 
the past. I join in the protest with all my 
heart.” 


MANIFESTOES AGAINST JEWS. 

KIEFF, Oct. 19.—Telegrams from Minsk 
and other towns report anti-Semite activity 
and the distribution of manifestoes calling 
upon the populace to avenge on the Jews 
the murder of Yushinsky."’ 

The trial of Mendel Beilis, who is charged 
with having murdered the boy, was contin- 
ued today, but no important testimony was 
forthcoming. 

An old neighbor of the Tcheberiaks named 
Tishimirsky testified that about two mopths 
after the murder the wife of his friend Ra- 
vitch told him that she had seen Yushin- 
sky's body in a bath in the Tcheberiak house. 
Ravitch and his wife have since emigrated 
to the United States, their passage, Ra- 
vitch told Tishimirsky, having been paid 
by Vera Tcheberiak, the reputed head of 
a band of thieves. 

This was the only interesting testimony at 
the sitting, but it made little impression 
because Tishimirsky had not mentioned it 
when previously examined by a magistrate.

CURE YOUR MALARIA. 

N the United States malaria is one of 
the fast disappearing diseases. In an- 
other generation it should be as rare 
im the gulf states as it is in Illinois to- 
day. Half a century ago the New Eng- 

lander was afraid to emigrate to Illinois on 
account of the dreaded malaria. The more 
active the efforts made to control this dis- 
ease in a malarial region, the more quickly 
the disease will disappear. 

We are just now in the midst of the most 
important season from the malarial stand- 
point. The people who have been repeated- 
ly bitten by infected mosquitoes are in great- 
er danger of losing their lives now than ear 
lier in the season. 

After each infection they have taken 
enough treatment to stop the chills, but not 
enough to kill all the parasites in the blood. 
In consequence many of them have a few 
malarial parasites of the tougher kind in 
their spleens and livers. 


In certain phases of the life of the ma- 
larial parasite quinine is a deadshot rem- 


edy. In other phases the parasite is not so 


easily killed by quinine. In the fall those 
who have been chilling from time to time 
are liable to have outbreaks of malignant 
malaria. 

King, in writing of malaria in central 
Africa, says: The cold weather brings 
out the fever in those natives who have 
suffered from it in previous months.“ 

Rosenau tells us that as the troops re- 
turned from Cuba after the Spanish war 
„many cases of malaria broke out among 
those previously in good health upon reach- 
ing the cold winds about Cape Hatteras.” 

~~ 


It is wise to cure up one’s malaria as com- 
pletely as possible before going into the 
winter, to cure it up with plenty of quinine 
followed by an arsenic-iron tonic. This 
policy is wise from the standpoint of the 
individual. It is also wise from the stand- 
point of the community. ' 

The mosquitoes that are to carry over 
into next year are searching out sheltered 
places in which they will manage to keep 
alive through the winter. Those that come 
out next spring will be free from malaria 
infection. Mosquitoes have such a haare 
time in living through the winter that it 
is certain the sick ones will die. 

If there is to be any malaria next spring 
the mosquitoes to spread it must get in- 
fected. They will get infected through bit- 
ing the people who now have malaria in their 
blood and who will go through the winter 
only half-cured, having chills once or twice 
but feeling fairly well most of the time.

DE FONTENOY. 


ORD ROSEBERY, probably the most 
brilliant and versatile statesman of 
all those who have filled the office of 
premier of the British empire during 
the last hundred years, is becoming 

more and more of a misanthrope, displaying 
a craze for seclusion and even isolation which 
is alarming his relatives and friends. 

He has virtually turned over his principal 
Scotch country seat, Dalmeny, in Linlith- 
gowshire, to his eldest son and heir, Lord 
Dalmeny, and to pretty Lady Dalmeny, who 
is a grand-daughter of the first Duke of 
Westminster, and has retired to his much 
smaller place in Midlothian, known as Rose- 
bery, and from which he takes his principal 
titie. 

There he is now devoting himself to the 
construction of a private chapel, and, above 
all, cf a family mausoleum, including a tomb 
for himself. The new buildings occupy a 
tree shaded site at the northern end of the 
mansion. The chapel and mausoleum, which 
are of red sandstone, are modeled on the an- 
cient fabric of the parish church in the neigh- 
poring hamlet of Temple, which is part of a 
morastic edifice erected by King Da vid I. for 
the Knights Templar or the Red Friars. This 
establishment originally was called Balantra- 
doch, and was the chief seat of the Knights 
Templar in Scotiand. 

Rosebery is beautifully situated along the 
Moorfoot hills an ag purchased by the 
earl’s ancestor, Sir Archibald Primrose, in 
the reign of Charles II. It was sold by the 
second Earl of Rosebery and was out of the 
family for more than a century, when about 
ninety years ago it was repurchased by the 
fourth earl, Lord Rosebery’s grandfather 
and immediate predecessor. 

Lord Rosebery can boast of a medical an- 
cestor, for he is descended from Archibald 
Primrose, who was president of the Edin- 
purgh Royal College of Surgeons as far back 
as in 1580. One of his sons, Duncan, was 
surgeon to King James I. of England. 


—o 

At the instance of the prince regent of Ba- 
varia the prime minister of that kingdom, 
Raron von Hertling, has just issued an of- 
ficial statement bearing upon the persistent 
rumers current of late, according to which 
the crazy King Otto is to be deposed at the 
end of the current year and the regent to be 
then proclaimed sovereign in his stead. 

The statement is to the effect that, in the 
opinion of the royal family, of the govern- 
ment, and of the most eminent judicial au- 
thorities and legal experts in Bavaria, no such 
ster is practicable under the terms of the 
existing constitution. Before Otto could 
be deposed as incurably insane and his crown 
placed on the head of the prince regent, the 
constitution would have to be revised. This 
would be a somewhat lengthy and tedious 
process, even if all the necessary votes were 
assured. 

When a proposal by the government was 
made on the death of the late Prince Luitpold 
to initiate a revision in this sense, the Center 
or Conservative party expressed a disin- 
clination to adhere to any such move, not 
because its members entertained any objec- 
tion to the new regent, Prince Louis, but 
owing to their fear that any alteration of the 
constitution for this purpose might lead to 
popular demands for a revision of the con- 
stitution in a more liberal and democratic 
sense. The greatest safety of the dynasty, 
so they declared, lay in the principle of the 
inviolability of the constitution. As their 
votes were necessary for any revision, that 


ended the matter for the time being. 


It is asserted that since then they have 
changed their mind and have come to the 
conclusion that it would be better to take the 


} 


risk attendant to a modification of the com 
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stitution rather than continue as at present, 
with a lunatic king on the throne, who has 
never had a sane moment since his accession 
to the crown, and have the sovereignty of the 
nation vésted in the hands of a prince regent. 

The latter, they argue, can never exercise 
the same degree of necessary authority, 
either in domestic affairs or in his relations 
with the German empire, or with foreign 
nations, as could a full fledged king. 

That Otto in due course will be deposed, in 
view of this altered state of sentiment among 
the Conservatives, is now an assured fact, 
especially as the rumors of his illness have 
been officially denied and the fact proclaimed 
that he is likely to survive for many long 
years to come in the seclusion of his gilded 
prison of the Chateau of Fuerstenried. But 
nothing of this kind will be done just yet, and 
the present regency of Prince Louis will be 
maintained until the revision of the constitu- 


tion has been duly voted upon by the

RECEIPT FROM TAX OFFICER, 

Ohicago, Oct. 17.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—Does it make any differ 
ence who holds the tax receipt’? For in 
stance, I buy a lot in Florida. The seller 
pays the taxes on a large tract, and sends 
his bill to me for my share of taxes, stat- 
ing that the tax bill is on exhibit at his 
office. Would I be protected? Is the sell 
er's personal receipt good in law? May I 
pay direct and demand a receipt from tax 
collector? What must one do to have 
assessed separately? W. J. 

In order to be properly protected you should have 
a receipt from the county officer to whom the 
taxes are paid. In the situation which you men- 
tion there probably would be no trouble for the 
reason that the taxes are marked paid on the 
county books, and a receipt is issued which you . 
could obtain in case of dispute. 

The safer way is to have a real estate division 
made by the assessor so that your property is as 
sessed separately from the surrounding lots, and 
so that you can pay the taxes on your property - 
directly and receive a receipted tax bill from the 
county officers.

Chicago, Oct. 17.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. IA schoolboy would know that there 
has been negligence in treating the garbage 
question in the past by some person or per- 
sons. Any business man will tell us that if 
it is profitable for a private company to op- 
erate a reduction plant that other experi- 
ments are useless and unbusiness-like, that 
the city could do the same and more if busi- 
ness sagacity and common honesty were put 
behind it. Why cannot Chicago, with its 
vast resources, have a modern system of 
garbage removal, with all that this means? 
Why not have one plant on the west side, one 
on the south side, and one on the north? 
Teams can collect as in the past, but bring 
their loads to a central point and there trans- 
fer same into large, covered trucks, which 
could speedily haul this load out to the reduc- 
tion plant. 

This method would afford quick, thorough 
garbage removal, and the three reduction 
plants would pay a handsome revenue for the 
city. The health of two millions of people 
justifies the immediate seizure of the present 
plant, with the understanding that the courts 
adjust the value at their leisure.

FIRE PROTECTION ON LINERS. 
Chicago, Oct. 17.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In your editorial this morning on some of 
the lessons of the latest marine catastrophe, 
which was eXcellent so far as it went, you 
might well have dwelt upon the fire hazard 
and its control. Strange to state, our great 
titans of the deep, although steel hulled and 
steel framed, yet are veritable floating fur- 
naces.. Combustibles enter largely into the 
*truction of their inner worke in many 
places where noncombustible material could 
be used as well. 

Then the automatic sprinkler system which 
on land has progressed so far and which, 
whenever installed, has again and again 
proved its marvelous potency, has hardly 
been {ntroduced at all on shipboard. Take the 
latest creation of the deep—the giant Imper- 
ator, probably collision proof as the result of 
the lessons taught by the ill fated Titanic. 
It was only a few weeks ago that a disas- 
trous fire occurred in its hold. 

Fortunately it occurred when the vessel 
was in port and so outside aid was available 
in fighting it, but owing to the lack even of 
an automatic alarm system, they were twen- 
ty minutes discovering the seat of the blaze, 
when one minute should have sufficed; the 
life of the second officer was sacrificed and 
thousands of dollars damage done. 

Now had the Imperator been equipped with 
automatic sprinklers the fire almost without 
question would have been quenched before 
any one on board was aware of it. 

In conclusion, more power to THE TRIBUNE 
in its efforts to make seagoing travel as well 
as land life more safe.

I The following is a copy of 
a letter sent to each member of congress: 

Tou have doubtless followed with much 
interest the widespread and ever growing 
attention to the subject of practical and voca- 
tional education in our elementary and see 
ondary schools. 

Many different bills have been introduced 
into the federal congress looking toward some 
form of federal aid for this particular work 
The objection to nearly all of them has been 
that they undertake to prescribe some e- 
cific plan which shall be adopted in all the 
states alike, when educational conditions in 
the various states are so different that prod- 
ably no such feasible plan can be worked up 

The fundamental difficulty in the way of 
an adequate organization of this vocational 
and practical education is, of course, the lach 
of funda. 

“I believe that if the burden were dit 
tributed, as in the case of higher practical 
education in agriculture and the mechanie 
arts, over the entire nation, as well as over the 
individual states, counties, and towns, % 
would be easier to bear this burden than if 
the entire expense must be met by local taxa 
tion. 

I Tam proposing, therefore, that just asthe 
federal government in 1862 made an appropri 
ation of public lands to each state in the union 
for the support of higher education in agricul 
ture and the mechanic arts, so it should now 
make an appropriation for the support of 
practical training in the secondary and ele 
mentary schools, and that it shall follow the 
same plan in this field as it adopted in the 
other—viz.: leave the expenditure of this 
money to the states under a general super 
vision, of course, of the federal authorities 
to see that they really use the money for the 
purpose for which it is granted.”

BUT THE FRIEND OF FARMER. 


Department of Agriculture Holds Birds 
Prove Value by Destroying Worms 


and Insects, 1 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special.}~The 
department of agriculture has come to the 
defense of the crow, long libeled by farmers. 
The department issued a statement today 
declaring the crow to be of great value to the 
farmer. This verdict has been reached after 
a long investigation. 

“The depariment experts,” says the bul- 
letin, “‘ have reached the conclusion that the 
crow consumes enough grasshoppers, out 
worms, white grubs, and other injurious lin- 
sects to make him highly valuable to farmers. 
There is, however, one bad habit which the 
crow has, and that is the destruction of young 
birds and birds’ eggs, but this trait is out- 
weighed by the good the bird is dofng for the 
farmer in the destruction of worms and in- 
sects. 

The one danger from the crow, according 
to department experts, lies in large numbers. 
If the number can be kept down so that its 
normal food is sufficient, there is every reason 
why farmers should encowrage the bird to 
remain about their farms.”

Shay Points Plurality Given to 

KNoosevelt by Progressives 
-Last Year. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Peoria, III., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—Managers 
for Leslie D. Puterbaugh put out the election 
eve prophecy tonight that Mr. Puterbaugh 
will be elected Supreme court justice tomor- 
row by a total vote approximating that cast 
for his two opponents, Charies C. Craig. 
Democrat, and Arthur H. Shay, Progressive. 

This position is ridiculed by Col. Craig's 
representatives in Galesburg, who claim for 
him e united Democracy and predict a Shay 
vote sufficiently large to defeat Pyterbaugh 
and to permit Craig to win. 

Mr. Shay believes he will be elected, basing 
his hope on the 6,828 plurality for Roosevelt 
which was turned out in the ten counties of 
the district last November. 

State Chairman Raymond Robins of the 
Progressive organization made it clear, how- 
ever, that every purpose of the Progreseive 
campaign for Shay will have been accom- 
plished by the defeat of Puterbaugh and the 
vrevivification of the Progressive party as a 
factor in state politics. Such a statement 
was made publicly by Mr. Robins prior to 
nis departure from Peoria to conclude the 
campaign. 


Republicans Rely on Peoria. 

The Puterbaugh hope now is based upon the 
belief that an unusually heavy vote will be 
cast tomorrow, especially in Peoria county. 
His lieutenants fear the personal strength of 
Shay in his home county of La Salle will per- 
mit Craig to carry the county by a good sized 
figure. They are willing to concede that Col. 
Craig's home county of Knox will give a 
plurality near the 500 mark. 

They claim Peoria county tonight by 2 
plurality over Craig for Puterbaugh of not 
less than 8,000, upon the theory that the in- 
tense interest aroused during the closing 
week of the campaign makes it a surety that 
not only the ordinary Republican vote, but 
a stiff percentage of the Democratic vote 

and a substantial piece of the orthodox Pro- 
- gressive lineup will be cast for Puterbaugh. 

They figure the vote cast in Peoria county 
lll be between 65 and %5 per cent of the total 

voting strength of the county, while the most 

optimistic figures from over the district indi- 
. eate a light vote, approximating an average 
of 50 per cent of the total of 87,000. 


Democrats Rely on Split. 

The Democratic theory is that there is gen- 
eral apathy in the district and a strong like- 
lihood that the Progressive vote for Roose- 
velt has been held in line for Shay through 
the activities of the Chicago flying squadron 
of women and men. The so-called “ river 
wards" of Peoria, where the big Democratic 
pluralities usually are furnished, are figured 
as ready to produce a 100 per cent vote, and 
the Democrat organization controlled by 
Lee O'Neil Browne in the. five. important 
cities of La Salle county is expected by the 
Craig leaders to produce results. 

It is claimed in Peoria also that Attorney 
General Lucey, who lives in Streator but 
who has fought Browne repeatedly in La 
Salle county and state politics, has stirred 
up his friends for Craig, and things look 
doubly good for Craig in La Salle. Last No- 


vember La Salle county went 118 for Wilson, 
with Taft a poor third.

the country. 

The adoption of the forward pase and the 
ten yard and four down rule have tended to 
equalize the difference in weight so smaller 
college teams are able to combat on even 
terms with their opponents. This equaliza- 
tion of offensive and defensive strength is a 


3 feature of football needed to arouse interest 


in the popular college sport. There has been 
no incentive for the small teams to meet the 
large elevens, with overwhelming defeats a 
eertainty. 

Results Create New Interest. 

Under the old code the under dog went into 
tne struggle with the one aim of keeping the 
score as low as possible.

SPRINGFIELD GAME TODAY.

The 
special train of palace cars pulled out of the 
La Salle street station soon after 11 o'clock, 
carrying a few more than fifty persons. 
Thirty of them were ball players and the rest 
were Managers, secretaries, rooters, and 
brides. 

The first stop is Springfield, III., where the 
two teams will exhibit to the down state fans 
today. Vor the next thirty-one days the big 
league wurists will be showing in this coun- 
try, winding up with a game in Seattle on 
the afternoon of Nov. 19 and sailing that 
night from Vancouver for Japan. 

Before leaving they will have played thirty- 
five games before American crowds, provid-. 
log rain stops none of the exhibitions sched- 
vied. During all that time the athletes will 
live on. the special train, with the exception 
of two or three nights when they are playing 
ip Los Angeles and San Francesco. 


Tour Middle West First. 

The first week will be spent in the middle 
west. A game in Peoria will follow the one 
in Springfield, after which the train will goto 
Ottumwa, then to Sioux City, Blue Rapids, 
St. Joseph, and Kansas City. From there 
they move off to the southwest, touring 
Texas, and going on to Los Angeles, then up 
the coast to Tacoma and Seattle. 

Owner Comiskey of the White Sox, the man 

responsible for the great trip, did not leave 
with the teams last night. After settling up 
some businese affalrs here, he and his family 
will join the team about the time it strikes Los 
Angeles. Until then, Jimmy Callahan, manager 
of the White Sox, and John McGraw, manager of 
the Giants, will be bosses of the party. 
On the entire trip around the world, the teams 
are scheduled to play about eighty-five games. 
thirty-five are scheduled in this country before 
the boys sail. The first game in foreign lands is 
hooked at Yokohama on Dec. 8. Three other games 
are to be played in Japan, after which the teams 
sail to Shanghai, China, playing one game there 
and salling on to Hongkong for one contest. From 
there they sail to Mantia for a stop of two days, 
‘then a long sall follows to Australia. 


Ten Games in Austvalia, 

ustralia the teams will give about ten exhi- 
* in four or five different cities, and Jan. 15 
will find. them setting sal! again in the Indian 
ocean. They will land at Colombo for a day, then 
sail again. arriving at Gairo about Feb. 1. 
will be played at Cairo and Alexandria, after which 
they will sail across the Mediterranean sea, 
exhibiting in Naples, Rome, and Fiorence, then 
moving to Milan. and to Monte Carlo, then into 
Paris by way of Nice and Marseilles, 
Five days are to be spent in Paris, then the party 
will move on to London for a stop of four days, then 
to Edinburgh and Glasgow for three days, after 
which the tourists will cross irto Ireland for 
exhibitions at Dublin and Queenstown, sailing for 
New York from the latter city on March 1 and 
arriving in New York on March 6. 
Twenty-five years ago Capt. Anson took a team 
around the world, but his tour was not so pre- 
tentious as the one planned for the Sox and Gianta,

Cn the other 
hand, the condition of Sheridan roa from 
Chicago north continually is becoming worse..

Specification ‘Error’ Makes 
Difference of $30,000 In 
Estimates of Cost.

Still. another error has been found in the 

specifications for Chicago's new pleasure 
pier. Unlike the typographical, stenographbic, 
and cicrical mistakes, this inadvertence— 
to be polite—has an estimated value of §30 nm 
or more. 
- This error is considered so serious by 
the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock com- 
pany, coupled with the looseness of the plans, 
that its officials told the harbor commission 
hey did not want the $800,000 job. They 
made formal demand for the return of their 
certified check for $30,000 deposited with 
their bid as an evidence of good faith. 


Explanation of Error.“ 

Eliminating the technicalities, the newest 
error can be explained in this wey: The lake 
at the shore is fifteen feet deep. Three thou- 
sand feet out, at the outer end of the pier, the 
water depth is twenty-five feet. The speci- 
fications provide a mud sill—a hoard—shall 
be bolted to the piling in the mud at the 
hottom of the lake. The plans show that 
that mud sill shall be placed at a uniform 
depth of twenty-five feet below city datum, 
which ie practically the lake level. To do 
that et the shore and for considerable dis- 
tance out, ten feet of the bottom of the lake 
rauat be removed, That means considerable 
diedging, and the cost comes high. If the 
harbor commission’s plans con“ mplated that 
dredging shall be done bots inside and out- 
side of the piling, and thr the inside Slled 
with “clean sand,” the additional cost is 
estimated at more than $30 000. 


Shankland Admits Figures, 

That the plans provide that the mud sill 
must be placed twenty-five feet below the 
water level is admitted under oath by E. C. 
Shankland, chairman of the harbor commis- 
gion. He is one of the three harbor engi- 
neers. all of whom are paid $12,000 a year. 
He alse is authority for the statement that 
the commission has been working on these 
plans since about Feb. 7, 1912 "—nineteen 
months. 

On the plans are two drawings which 
measure twenty-five feet, according to the 
scale. Mr. Shankland scaled them while on 
the witness stand. Furthermore, the pic- 
tures sre labeled “ 25 feet.“ Mr. Shankland 
describes that as both a clerical and a 
draftsman's mistake. The correct length at 
the shore line, he says, should have been 
fifteer feet. 


Draftsman’s Error, He Says. 

“It looks to me now, my attention having 
been called to that, that the draftsman got 
the wrong figures in there, and instead of 
28 he should have said 18,“ Mr. Shankland 
gaid on the witness stand. * 

“Now, will you scale it? asked Attorney 
Rigby, counsel for Robert C. Gehrke, ob- 
jector to the plans, and see what the eleva- 
tion is?” 

“It scales twenty-five feet,” Mr. Shank- 
land replied. 

The attorney turned attention to another 
drawing and asked where that indicated the 
mud sill should be located. 

“At twenty-five feet below city datum,” 
Mr. Shankland replied. He also said there 
is no other place in the plans showing the 
location of the mud sill. . 
„ it is true,“ the lawyer asked, that 
every place the mud sill is shown on the 
plargit ts shown, either by scale or by indi- 
cation, or both, as twenty-five feet below 
city datum? 

“Yes,” Mr. Shankland replied. 

Later Mr. Shankland said he considered the 
blunder a “ clerical error,” and added: 

It ie the first time it has been called to my 
attention.” 


Different Interpretations Seen. 

The significance of the mistake is that all 
of the bidders may not have interpreted it 
the same way. Suppose Byrne Bros. Dredg- 
ing and Engineering company thought it 
would not be necessary to dredge out of the 
lake to put the mud sill down in the water 
twenty-five feet. Their bid of $792,000 for 


the entire work does not include $30,000 Yor 


making the lake ten feet deeper at the shore 


line. 


Suppose the Great Lakes Dredge and Dock 
company though: it would be required to 
dredge out the bottom of the lake. With that 
interpretation their proposal of $830,000 for 
the complete job does include $30,000 for 
dredging. Subtracting $30,000 from $830,000 
leaves $300,000 as the bid of the Great Lakes.

Captured Clairvoyant Russell 
Says That He Gave Barney 
Bertsche $400 a Week. 


SLUGGED IF HE REFUSED 


Offers Hoyne Clew to Heads of 
Police “Protection” Gang 
Who Shared Money. 


OTHER INDICTMENTS EXPECTED 


Details of the inner workings of the “ claire 
voyant trust, its profits from victims, and 
the amounts it paid for protection were 
made known yesterday by State’s Attorney 
Hoyne. Mr. Hoyne intimated he was in a 
alr way to expose the heads of Chicago's 
elusive system of public protection to 
whom, he sald, Bertsche paid much of the 
tribute he wrung from his victims, Quot- 
ing from the confession df Old Doc Rus- 
sell,“ the head of the trust.“ Mr. Hoyne 
said he has sufficient evidence finally to 
break up the ring and also to bring about 
the indictment of several men, part of the 
inner circle. 

Russell was arrested Friday in Columbus, 
O., after Mr. Hoyne, Detective Sergt. Shee- 
han; and Chief of Police Carter of Columbus 
had broken down the doors of his “ spook 
parlor,” Where he was operating under the 
name of Prof. Barr.“ Russell was furried 
inte a taxi Ab, and despite his demands for 
time to talk to his attorney in Columbus was 
placed on a train with his wife, Louise, and 
brought back to Chicago. Here, after being 
promised immunkty from prosecution on five 
indictments against him, Russell confessed. 


Features of Confession. 

The salient features of Russell's conféssion, 
outlined in Tun TRIBUNE and later corrobee 
reted by Mr. Hoyne, are as follows: 

Barney Bertsche. now under indictment, 

. acted ap the “protection go-between ” 
for the clairvoyants and absolutely dic- 
tated who should be permitted to operate 
in Chicago. 

Protection payments ranged from $300 
to $400 a week and 10 per cent of the 
profits. 

Bertsche, his brother, Joe, and another 
man raided a “spook parlor” owned by 
Russell and beat the clairvoyant so se- 
verely for “holding out de was in 6 
hospital for weeks. 

Protection is paid by the clairvoyants 
in every town they operate. At the time 
of his arrest Russell was paying $250 6 
week to a Columbus politician. 


Heard of Bertsche System. 

Russell is 65 years old and came to Chicago 
in August, 1911, after being told, he said, that 
Barney Bertsche would give the required pro- 
tection. At that time Frank Ryan and Harry 
Wade were doing the cream ot the claire 
voyant business in Chicago. 

“I came here and opened a parlor at 1128 
Michigan avenue,“ said Russell in his con- 
fession. I was known as Dr. Stone and 
had as my assistant W.H. Stone. My wife 
was knownas Mme. Wayne.“ My real name 
is William R. Russell. Willie Shea and Ola

SUFFRAGE STORE TO OPEN SOON. 
Philadelphia Women Launch Project. 


—All Articles to Be Wrapped in 
Literature of Cause. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 19.—[Speciail.]—The 
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on Race Suicide Menace. 


EW YORK, Oct. 19.—Some striking facts 
regarding the unborn dead” are brought 
out in the New York Medical Journal 
by Dr. Lee W. Thomas, physician to the 
committee for the reduction of infant 
mortality of the New York milk committee. 

He finds that the question, of stillbirths is 
one of the most serious factors in the prob- 
lems of infant mortality and the conserva- 
tion of the race. How much this phase of 
suicide is shown by Dr. Thomas’ estimate that 
one in every twenty-eight births is a still- 
birth. This estimate, he believes, is a low one. 

In New York City, in 1912, he finds that 
one in every twenty-two births is a stillbirth. 
Out of 784 cases among tenement mothers, 
investigated by the New York milk commit- 
tee, one in every fifteen births was a still- 
birth. The high rate of mortality of this 
class, he finds, is entirely unnecessary and a 
method of checking it has been worked out 
and put into practice in New York City with 
signal success. } 

“Out of a total of 1,867 stillbirths reported 
in Manhattan for the period from June 1 to 
Dec, 81, 1912,” he says, “1,331 were reported 
as occurring during the viable period (seven 
months). This shows that 71.39 per cent of 
these stillbirths had a chanée to be born alive 
had the mother received proper natal and pre- 
natal care.” 

Dr. Thomas points out that the law on the 
subject of stillbirths is inadequate and uncer- 
tain, and, as a result, not only is there a large 
loophole left for criminal practices. but vital 
statistics of American cities are made hope- 
lessiy inaccurate, There is not even any 
agreement among different localities as to the 
definition of “stillbirth,” the law regarding 
registration of which is hopelessly lax.

214 re are some such sad little letters come 
to me sometimes from women who want much 
to work and to make a success of their work, 
but who feel there isn’t any use trying, be- 
cause they have already invested much time 
and money trying, with no success whatever.

‘To bring success out of a failure is truly 


hard, but there is a wonderful advantage in 


having a failure behind you, in knowing the 
things you have learned not to do. In the 
days when we used to write “ sentiments in 
our copy books we copied many times, “ Expe- 
rience is the best teacher.” Many of us re- 
membered it and went ahead trying to 27 
when we do that success is sure to come 
finally. 

But what so many people do is to take for 
granted because they ve failed once there is 
no possible success for them in that kind of 
work. Isn't that true? 

Are you feeling that way? Have you made 
up your mind that because you weren't able to 
make a great deal of money the first time you 
tried to dispose of your home work there is no 
possibility of your making a good deal of 
money ever?

Here is a letter that came to me. It isn’t a 
cheerful letter, so I'm not going to let you read 
all of it, but a wee bit of it may help you to 


see your own mistakes: 


“It isn’t as though I hadn’t worked. I spent 
all summer finishing a beautiful bedspread. It 
is as handsome a one as I have ever seen, and 
it surely is worth more than $50. I said to 
myself I'd rather sell it for that than not to 
sell it at all. So I put the ridiculously low 
price on it. But I couldn't sell it. You can 
know how disappointed I am when it means a 
whole summer’s work to me.”

Can't you see plainly why she failed to make 
her summer work profitable? It’s the old 
tragedy of putting all of your eggs in one 
basket. If you don't sell a summer’s worth of 
work in one plece you can’t sell it at all if 
you have that work in a bedspread or in a 
beautiful luncheon cloth. 
is only for women who don’t really need the 
money they want to earn. There are many 
risks in every sort of work. If You can scat- 
ter those risks about over twenty articles 
which you are offering for sale each article 
will have just that much more chance of being 
sold. But if you concentrate all of the risks 
in one article the chances for getting returns 
from your investment aren't large. 

I have advised every one who has; written 
to me and asked what sort of work to do to 
make the lovely, expensive things if they want 
to, but to make small, inexpensive articles for 
the foundation of their little home businesses. 
It's much better to sell many articles that 
bring in a small profit than not to sell one 
article that brings in a large profit. Don’t 
you think so, too?

Why don't you begin right 
now, then, to make some little things you can 
sell for less than a dollar and that will be so 
attractive and so pretty they will sell right 
away? .

There were further the melodious 
“Helmliche Aufforderung of Strauss, Schu- 
man's “Ich grolle nicht.“ and the graceful but 
not particularly important “ Invocazione a Ve 
nere of Attilio Parelli, that pleased. 
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An impression, of the planistie art of Sidney 
Silber obtained from the performance of one 
work must necessarily be incomplete, the more 
so since that composition happened to be Mac- 
Dowell's “Sonata Tragica,” the least important 
of his four sonatas. When, however, the im- 
pression records a masterful grasp of the com- 
position plus a faculty to exalt its advantages 
and to minimize its shortcomings by a compre- 
hensive command of the resources of the 
instrument it suffices to proclaim Mr. Silber a 
recreative artist of rare gifts and a virtuoso be- 
sides. 

It is evident that he has studied his instru- 
ment faithfully and his art to as good purpose. 
But it is evident, also, that he is a pianist by 
native talent; that he discovers in the instru- 
ment that medium of expression best fitted to 
his natural inclinations, and that he plays it 
because he has a great deal to say that can be 
said in no other way. One is persuaded that 
anything which Mr. Silber may have to offer to 
the public will be well worth hearing; that in 
years to come he will be heard widely, and that 
his art will refiect much honor upon the land 
that gave him birth. His recital was given in 
the Joe Howard theater before a small audience.

The gathering that listened to Oscar Deis 
in the Fine Arts theater also was numerically 
unimposing. The comparison need not end 
there, for Deis likewlge proved himself 
a pianist well equipped with the mechanics 
of his art and admirably endowed with an ap- 
preciation of its beauties. He gave a well 
planned reading of the Bach D minor toccata 
and fugue in the wonderful Busoni transcrip- 
tion, wherein was displayed a nicely balanced 
scheme of tonal contrasts. Beethoven's quaint 
and charming studies on Scotch folk- tunes 
revised for concert performance by 
Busoni—served to display the planist’s espe- 
cial talent for dainty effects. Less fortunate 
was the G minor rhapsody of Brahms, which 
was delivered without decision and rather in- 
accurately.

Chauncey Olcott's identity in his current 
play, “Shameen Dhu,” will be appeased 
at once, despite the temptation to with-

He ig, oddly enough, a blithe Irish patriot, 
somewhat of a troubadour—jocund of speech, 
cheerful of raiment, brave, tender, kind, and 
true, though not averse, at frequent intervals, 
to sounding the tinsel clink of compliment. 

Also is he in love with Peggy O’Dea, a lovely 
maiden, and kept from her white arms by a 
misunderstanding. Opposed to him in the 
events of the play is a gaunt marplot, Me- 
Gleesh, who, in the dead of night, steals the 
papers and makes chill plans to send him to 
—1 gibbet. Expert at discomfiture in the nick 

time, he turns the tables by a pretty trick, 
* is unharmed. Hig sentimental adventures 
result as felicitously as his political ones, and 
at the end he leaves the story with a song on 
his lips, a smile in his eyes; and the lady of 
his heart frtely enchained. 
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Composition of a report of Mr. Olcott's sooth- 
ing exhibitions is always interfered with in this 
quarter at least, by an urgent passion to whistle 
“My Wild Irish Rose.” Like the bands in the 
cafés, when Mr. Olcott enters, one is impelle 1 
at sight or at thought of him to strike up that 
caressing melody and let the prose of other 
affairs wait until the final insidious minor has 
been reluctantly sounded. After the second act 
of all of Mr. Olcott's plays Mr. Olcott comes 
before the curtain. As his snowy ruff appears 
from behind the proscenium a dozen eager 
voices shout. My Wild Irish Rose!” “My Wild 
Irish Rose! Whereupon, the orchestra hav- 
ing the music ready, Mr. Olcott sings “My Wild 
Irish Rose,“ and sings it again while rapture 
beams from the faces before him. Usually Mr. 
Olcott says: “My only hope is that I shall 
live in your hearts as long as has this little 
song.” He did not say that last evening at 
the Olympic, for one of his auditors had slum- 
dered during the proceedings and had to be gra- 
ciously reprimanded, as did an industrious water 
bearer in the center aisle. 


— 

But he sang it sweetly, and no one, not even 
the admonished slumberer, seemed to regret the 
expenditure of his time and his dollar when it 
was finished. Mr. Olcott is a classic. He re- 
news himself. He is as fresh and as joyous this 
year as he was last, and as he will be next. 
His song is clear and certain; his laugh is soft 
and melting; his manner easy and ingratiating, 
and his appearance sprightly and youthful. 
There are moments in “Shameen Dhu” when 
one is disposed to lose patience with the lady 
who wrote it, heeause it is so sheerly shoddy. 
You have suspicions about it from the first, 
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when you see the actors over working, trying 
to crank it up, with much physical and vocal 
exertion. Not much happens at any time, and 
that little is even more trite and inconsistent 
than usual. All but Mr. Olcott's ballads. They 
are alluring. “My Little Dhudeen,” for in- 
stance, is an epitome of all the trresistible 
harmonies in minor Irish ditties, and “ Dream 
Girl o' Mine,” sung in the moonlight, is nothing 


‘for one to hear if he wishes to preserve the 


austerity of a chaste musical judgment.

The telephone rings and futile inquiry is

That important bit of detail is not explained 
on the playbill, and none of Mr. Olcott's execu- 
tive retinue possesses the information. How- 
ever, Mr. Olcott is a patriotic journalist in the 
play, writing odes and editorials for the 
American revolutionists under the pseudonym 
of “Shameen Dhu.” The heroine, imper- 
sonated with few affected languors by Miss 
Constance Molineaux, is an American girl, 
called to Ireland by the necessities of the 
revolution, and she has fallen in love with the 
literary output of this Irish bard.. But he.is 
otherwise and unwillingly: afillated with 
Sheila, a rich widow, and thus are the roman- 
tic intpediments provided. The players know 
their Chauncey Olcott, and the performance is, 
therefore, expert.

SMOKE ATTITUDE 
OF PENNSYLVANIA 


Opposition to Electrification-of 
Terminals Declared; Cost 
Held Enormous. 


OTHER FACTORS BLAMED. 


Motive Power Head Says Engines 
Are Only Partly Responst- 
ble for Evil. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special. ]—Op- 
position by the Pennsylvania railroad to 
electrification of terminals, as proposed in 
Chicago, was disclosed in a statement issued 
by the railroad company today. The state- 
ment is an article dealing with the abate- 
ment of locomotive smoke. It was written by 
D. P. Crawford, general superintendent of 
motive power on the lines west of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Crawford intimates that steam locomo- 
tives have been singled out unfairly as pro- 
ducers of the smoke nuisance. He says 
locomotives are responsible for only 20 per 
cent of the smoke evil, and inquires why eleo- 
trification of plants producing the other 80 
per. cent is not more strongly urged. 


Holds Electric Cost Enormous, 

“The cost of everything electric is enor 
mous,” he says. It is true that the demand 
is rarely made that an entire cross country 
line be operated by electric power, but that 
such operations be confined to the larger 
cities. 

“ Such however, except 
under favorable conditions, involves not 
only a proportionately heavier investment 
for the electric plant, but requires the es- 
tablishment of two locomotive terminals, 
one each side of the city, and an additional 
stop at each of the terminals for an exchange 
of the steam for an electric locomotive or 
vice versa. 

While, of course, with an unlimited ex- 
penditure of money much might be accom- 
plished by electrification of the railways to 
reduce the proportion of smoke now pro- 
duced by them, it would seem wise to first 
provide for the transportation and terminal 
facilities required to meet the growing needs 
of our country’s commerce, and the elimi- 
nation of grade crossings, etc., before devot- 
ing any considerable sum to eliminating a 
comparatively small amount of the smoke 
in a particular community.” 


Tap Line Abuse Considered. 

The interstate commerce commission is pre- 
paring to deliver another blow to the tap 
line abuse which is responsible for railroad 
rebating to the extent of from $60,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 a year. 

The commission has decided that most of 
the tap lines maintained by steel companies 
in the territory east of Chicago are rebating 
devices and that the corporation owners 
should be prohibited henceforth from re- 
ceiving a share of the through rate on ship- 
ments. The decision, it is said, will be 
promulgated within the next fortnight. 

This case involves twenty-nine tap lines, 
nineteen being incorporated and ten unin- 
corporated. 

Following the disposition of this case the 
commission will investigate tap lines in other 
parts of the country, either on complaint 
or on its own motion. The tap lines main- 
tained by the steel and other corporations 
in the Chicago territory will be included 
in the inquiry.

ROILS RISK MEN 


New York Ruling Stirs Writ- 
ers of Liability and Work- 
men’s Compensation. 


COMMISSIONS ARE CUT. 


Western Underwriters Undertake 
to Launch Independent 
Company. 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

Insurance men that write liability and 
workmen's compensation business are still 
greatly agitated over the action of the New 
York insurance department in limiting the , 
expense ratio of companies, thus causing a 
reduction in commissions along the line. The 
Insurance men are not so much aroused over 
the reduction in commissions on compensa- 
tlon.insurancé, for they believe that the com- 
pensation law should be admin'stered by pri 
vate companies at just as low an expense 
ratio as possible, thus warding offany ten- 
dency’ toward state insurance. The com- 
panies themselves had voluntarily red uoed 
commissions on this class. The New York 
department notified casualty companies that 
the total acquisition expense for compensa- 
tion insurance must not exceed 17% per cent 
of the premium for workmen's compensation 
insurance and 20 per cent for liability insur- 
ance. 


Conference Companies Pay Low. 
In Chicago, for example, the conference 
' @ompanies have been paying brokers 10 per 
cent on compensation business. Most of the 
outside companies have been paying 124% per 
cent for this business. On other classes of 
liability insurance brokers have been paid 15 
per cent. 

What the casualty men object to is the limi- 
tation of expense on other forms of liability 
insurance outside of workmen’s compensa- 
tion, such as public liability, automobile Ha- 
bility, teams insurance, elevator and con- | 
tingent liability insurance. The insurance 
men say the public has made no com- 
piaint as to the expense ratio on these 
classes, and that che New York department 
is taking a dictatorial stand in endeavoring 
to lay down the law to the companies in this 

regard. 
They claim Supt. Emmet of New York acted 
on his own initiative and did not congult the 
other insurance commissioners. 


Concerns Hold Commission Reasonable 

The insurance people say the commissions 
on other forms of liability insurance, outside 
of workmen's compensation, have been very 
reafonable and that the public had no cause 
to complain. ¥ 

The fact that there is a genera! revolt on the 
part of the producing casualty men is seen 
im the orgarmiaation of the Nationa! Associa- 
tiem of Casuaity and Surety Agents at Cin- 
eimmati during the week.

The western casualty men do not g0 so 
far at the present time in saying that they 
will organize a big company of their own 
that will not operate in New York, but they 
do intend to see what they can do to get 
some relief and to ascertain whether the 
New York department will be allowed to have 
the word of command in all other states. 
Finally, if the New York department remains 
immovable, it may be found desirable to or- 
ganize a large company, with headquarters 
probably in Chicago; which will not be under 
the supervision of the New York insurance 
department. 7 


Object to Eastern Domination. 

TP’ thts project comes about it is the plan 
to have all the big casualty men rally about 
it and give ita large business. This company 
would pay the same commissions that have 
been paid in the past before the recent New 
York ukase. 

Casualty men are doing much thinking on 
the subject these days, feeling bitter about 
their livelihood being curtailed and their 

business exposed to the danger of disinte- 


gration because of this action in New York. | 


The companies not operating in New York 
are still adhering to the old commission 
scale, but the larger and country wide com- 
panies all do business in New York, and 
hence are affected. 

Supt. Emmet has been emphatic in his pub- 
We expressions on the commission question 
im casualty insurance, and it is thought he 

will go still further, now that he has decided 
what to do as to workmen’s compensation 
and liability lines. It would not be surprising 
to see him set a limit on the production cost 
for personal accident insurance. 
; Emmet Opposes State Insurance. 
‘Supt. Emmet prepared a paper for the 
annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Local Fire Insurance Agents, which 
was held in Cincinnati during the week. 

Mr. Emmet is opposed to state insurance 
of all kinds and especially so far as fire 
insurance is concerned. He called atten- 
tion to the uncertainties and extraordinary 
hazards which attach to the fire business and 
Says that this element in that class of un- 
derwriting seems to reguire that it shall 
remain in competent and private hands. 

The insurance men are especially interested 
in the position that Supt. Emmet took on 
rating. He believes that rates should be 
made in the first instance by rate making 
bodies or bureaus as at present and sub- 
mitted to the insurance department to- 
gether with the classified experience of the 
companies. These rates and schedules 
would be approved by the department upon 
the basis of a study of clansified experience, 
by qualified experts in employ of the state.

FUTURE FOR ARGENTINE BEEF 


Dr. Melvin, U. S. Expert, Tells 
South American Impressions. 


ALFALFA IS CATTLE RATION, 


Landowners Abandon Grain Growing 


‘ for Steck Pastures. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[ Special. ]-- 
Although Argentina is now slaughtering cat- 
tle up to her present supply, Dr. A. D. Melvin, 
chief of the bureau of animal industry, who 
has just returned from a trip to South Amer- 
ica, predicts a’ great development of the stock 
rearing and meat industries in Argentina ap 1 
surrounding countries in the near future. 

Dr. Melvin visited Argentina, Uruguay, and 
Brazil. The former two are larger exporters 
of beef and mutton, for which Great Britain 
is tre chief customer. Brazil exports no re- 
fr:gerated beef, although it supplies Central 
America and Cuba with cured beef knownas 
tassajo 


Great Future as Cattle Country. 

Dr. Melvin is impressed with the great re- 
sources of Argentina for the production of 
cattle and believes it will be possible for the 
stockmen there to bring about a large in- 
creasc ir the meat output if present prices 
are maintained. 

The cattle slaughtered for export in Argen- 
tina, Dr. Melvin says, are fed no grain what- 
«ver, but are reared and fattened entirely on 
alfalfa pastures. 

In a general way the oattlemen estimate 
two and ore-half acres of pasture per head 
for growing.cattle and three to three and 
one-half acres for fattening cattle: These 
rastures support the cattle the year round 
withcut any further feeding, except in occa- 
sional times of drought or invasion of locusts. 


Alfalfa Grown for Cattle. 
Alfalfa, he says, is not being grown nearly 
as extensively as it could be. The extension 
of its growth, he thinks, will depend largely 
on prices the cattlemen receive. Because of 
present satisfactory prices the tendency now 


is tc convert the grain lands into alfalfa 
pastures.

BANK BOND FIGHT | 
STIRS M’ADOO IRE 


Secretary Denounces Methods 
of ‘Big Fellows’ and Calls 
Claims Faise. 


SAYS 2 PERCENTS ARE O. K. 


Asserts Demand Will Hold Up 
with Value Unchanged if 
Currency Bill Passes. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special.])—Ef- 
forts of large financial interests to frighten 
bankers and investors in government bonds 


into opposition to the impending currency, 
measure were denounced today by Secre- 


tary of the Treasury McAdoo. 

The secretary charges that the effect of 
the proposed measure on United States 2 
per cent bonds is being deliberately misrep- 
resented by certain banks. He contends 
that these bonds will suffer no depression in 
market price as a result of the legislation, 
which, he adds, will confer additional ad- 
vantages on the possession of these securi- 
ties. 

Mr. McAdoo also says that he has not 
found a single banker who actually intends 
to quit the national banking system if the 
bill becomes a law. 


Denounces Methods of Banks. 

The statement given out by the secretary 
is in the form of a letter he wrote to Vice 
President R. D. Duncan of the State National 
bank, Little Rock, Ark. The letter in part 
follows: 

I have you letter of the 13th instant, 
in which you inclose copy of a circular 
issued by bankers of St. Louis, in reference 
to the 2 per cent bonds. The statements of 


\. this circular are inconsistent with the pro- 


visions of the pending currency bill. I am 
surprised that a reputable banking house 
would sponsor a circular disclosing such a 
lack of information upon such an important 
matter. I think you may take it for granted 
that no currency measure is going to be 
passed which deals unjustly with the 2 per 
cent bonds. 

cannot understand why any national 
bank should sell its bonds at present quo- 
tations. Certainly there is nothing in the 
pending legislation to justify such action. 

“If a banker sells his 2 per cent bonds 
upon the mere apprehension that enough 
national banks will go out of the system to 
force a large volume of these bonds on the 
market, he is simply taking counsel of un- 
reasonable fear. 


Demand for Bonds Assured. 

Even if a number of the banks should re- 
tire from the system, a very much larger 
number will undoubtedly remain in it, and 
since the banks that remain will require 
a larger amount of bonds to supply the de- 
ficiency of circulation caused by those 
which may retire, it is reasonable to be- 
lieve that there will continue to be a large 
demand for government 2s to meet the needs 
for circulation. 

The bill does not deprive the 2s of the cir- 
culation privilege. It leaves it undisturbed. | 
Every national bank may continue to buy 
the 2 per cent bonds and take out circulation 
against them to the full amount of ita capital 
stock, as provided by existing law.” 


LACK OF BANKS AND PUBLICITY 
LOSES SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


Consular Agent Points Out Laxity of 
United States and Suggests Solu- 
tion of Problem, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—[Special.]—The 
United States is losing out in the world race 
for the South American trade chiefly because 
of the lack of an American banking system 
and the lack of a proper news service between 
the two continents, in the opinion of Charles 
Lyon Chandler, a consular official now sta- 
tioned in Washington. 

Mr. Chandler also believes the Panama 
canal will result in a great aggrandizing in- 
fluence in South America. This influence 
will be due largely to the immigrants carried 
through it to South America and not wholly 
to increased commercial facilities. 

There are many barriers against Ameri- 
can trade expansion in South America, Mr. 
Chandler says, in a report printed by order 
of the senate, “and many handicaps which 
American investors today have to overcome. 
But perhaps the most important are these: 
We need in South America, American banks, 
American young men, a better informed 
press, and our investors there need better 
labor—that is, cheap, dependable labor.“ 

There is now no American bank south of 
Panama. England, France, Germany, and 
Holland have banks which have been estab- 
lished as long as fifty years. He says of the 
news service: 

Another of the greatest handicaps against 
the American in South America is, I think, 
the lack of good news service between the 
two continents, and of sound knowledge of 
South American history and economic oon- 
ditions.” 


“FEAST OF APPLES” TOMORROW. 


Oct, 21, Set Aside as “Apple Day,“ to 
Be Celebrated 197 Different Ways by 
Lovers of Luscious Fruit. 


Apple dealers around Chicago have given 
up trying to estimate the number of apples 
that will be eaten tomorrow, Apple day. 
They have scattered broadcast a recipe book 
showing 197 different ways of preparing ap- 
ples in an apple-tizing way, pies, puddings, 
cakes, dumplings, salads, and plain. 

The “ feast of apples was started a few 
years ago by James Handley of Quincy, IIL, 
and has spread through the principal apple 
producing states. In New Hampshire many 
of the schools are closed in order to let the 
pupils go into the ochards and see demonstra- 
tions of the best ways to grow the fruit. 

For the benefit of those who cannot afford 
to buy, some of the shipping associations 
arrange to send wagon loads into the poorer 
sections, and vast quantities are sent each 
year to hospitals and asylums.
